Justice Lewis ruled that. the conten-

Why Law Was Changed. 


“The amendment was undoubtedly 
necessary to cure an evil, caused in 
part by the action of the Parole Board 
in some cases, paroling fourth offen; 
ders at the expiration of the time pre- 
scribed for the offense, which was less 
than the mandatory provisions with 
reference to second offenders, and also 
due to the inequality of sentences 
meted out to fourth or habitual offen- 
ders.”” 

Justice Lewis held that the criticism 
that the Court was divested of dis-_ 
cretion by the amendments was with-, 
out force, and pointed out that the 
law. had divested judges of all discre- 
tion with regard to the infliction , of 
the death penalty for first degree 
murder. — 

‘“‘Discretion also has been limited in 
- fixing the punishment for second of- 
fenders for robbery in the first de- 
gree, burglary in the first degree and 
in the cases of misdemeanors in the 
City of New York, where the time of 
imprisonment is left largely to the 
discretion of the Parole Commission,’’ 
the opinion continues. “The punish- 
ment of life imprisonment for those 
who are guilty of four felonies is not 
‘ unduly severe.

In cases in which extraneous circum- 
stances appearpnthe power of the Gov- 
ernor may be invoked.” . 

Judge Taylor said the. decision by 
Justice Lewis was no more authorita- 
tive than his own, as Supreme Court 
Justices and County Cotrt Judges 
have exactly ¢he same jurisdiction in 
criminal matters, 

“The question involved in the Sim- 
mons case is much narrower thanthe 
public has been given to understand,” 
said Judge Taylor. “The question is 
simply whether or not the judge has 
the legal right to sentence a defen- 
dant in vVflatiOn of the terms of his 
conviction. That is strictly a legal 
question which must be decided_in the 
proper tribunals, and not in the news- 
papers. 

“The crime for which Simmons re- 
ceived three years in’Sing Sing was 
. the theft of $116 which he had in:his 
possession as collection from a coal 
delivery for his employer. The em- 
ployer relented and asked to have Sim- 
mons set free so he could re-employ 
him. Uader the circumstances I think 
the District Attorney did wisely in 
recommending a first offender’s plea- 
as Simmons would probably have peen 
acquitted by a jury. 

“The Baumes laws have not been 
violated; they have been correctly ap- 
plied. One of the Baumes laws, Sec- 
tion 1944 of the Penal law, authorizes 
upon a fourth or subsequent conviction 
for a felony while armed a sentence 
for a térm of twenty-five years. It is 
hardly likely that the other section, 
1942, authorizing the sentencing for life 
of fourth offenders who are not armed, 
intended to be mandatory where 
the law authorizes merely a twenty- 
five year term for the Commission of 
a fourth felony by armed bandits. 

“The. question is not whether the 
Baumes law should be obeyed. Every 
judge obeys the law. We certainly 
must agree:that serious crime shall be 
severely punished and that habitual 
felons shall be adequately dealt with. 

“The Appellate Division in Brooklyn 
has construed the word ‘shall’ in an+ 
other Baumes law as being not man: 
datory but merely directory. It €nay 
not be understood by a layman, but 
the word ‘shall’ has been held to be 
merely directory by a vast number ‘of 
legal authorities.”’ 


PRAISES BAUMES LAWS. 








District Attorney Newcombe Wants 
a Court to Handle Paroles. 


District Attorney Richard S. New- 
combe -of Queens County,, addressing 
the members of the Quéens County 
Grand Jurors’ Association last night 
at the first Winter session in the Town 
Hall at Jamaica, urged that no move- 
ment be started for amendment to the 
new \Baumes crime laws until those 
laws ‘had germinated ideas which 
would bring about amendments to dis- 
pense entirely with the present parole 
System and the substitution of a court 
or other judicial body to handle parole 
matters. 

Explaining that the new laws did not 
change the old laws as regards habit- 
ual offenders, except to make it man- 
datory for the ‘Judge to impose a life 
term on a fourth offender and deprive 
the State Parole Commission of the 
power to liberate such a criminal after 
serving only a part of his sentence, the 
prosecutor said: 

An my judgment the Baumes laws 
are wise for the present, and I think 
that in the near future we shall work 
out a plan whereby some court or other 
body of competent jurisdiction will be 
created to handle the. parole problem, 
under. rules and procedure which will 
be more effective in the protection of 
the public interest than those of the 
Parole Commission, 

“The hysteria developed in the last 


sentence for a fourth offender is un- 
fortunate and premature. There has 
been no change in the law in regard 
to the fourth offender. It was life 
imprisonment. before the enactment of 
the Baumes law, and it is life imprison- 
ment under the Baumes law. The 
court had no discretion in the fixing of 
sentence of the fourth offender before 
the enactment of the Baumes law; it 
has none now. 

“I feel that those who are advocating 
the repeal or amendment of the 
Baumes laws are too hasty. These 
laws should be givgn a fair trial before 
we start to med with them. These 
laws were enacted to bring the ad- 
ministration of the criminal law to a 
degree pf efficiency and severity so as 
to cope adequately with the boldness 
noted viciousness of the criminal of to- 

ay 

“The Baumes laws have téeth in 
them—teeth for the criminal—and were’ 
—** for the protection of the public. 

d against criminal. The maud- 
lin sympathy and hero worship for the 
criminal is dead. [It was the revulsion 
of public sentiment against the cod- 
dling and protection of the .criminal 
that prompted the new laws. 

“If we.permit the Baumes laws to 
operate, it no longer will be a case of 
‘sleeping time’ for the criminal when 
he is apprehended and convicted for 
his crime. Under the Baumes law he 
is deprived of his liberty for a suffi- 
ejently long time to make him think 
twice before he commits a crime. For

The commission - has proposed to 
build a trunk sewer at a cost of 
» $4,350,000 from Hutchinson Valley 
through the existing Bronx Valley 
sewer tunnel to empty into the Hud- 
gon, and a $500,000 separation and 
sterilization plant in the Hudson. , 

Mayor Walsh objected on the ground 
that the law creating the commission 
did not empower it to build the Hutch- 
inson Valley sewer so it would empty 
into the Me Valley sewer outlet. 
He said the proposed disposals plant 
would not be large enough successfully 
to care for the sewage of the twelve- 
mile area to be drained, and this, he 
gaid, would “‘further pollute the Hud- 
son River.” 

He insisted that the commission 
should use the Bronx Valley sewer tun- 
hel for the disposal of sewage from 
that district into Long Island Sound, 
because the taxpayers of the Yonkers 
district had vaid for it. He intimated 
that if the Yonkers appeals failed to 
move the commission, the city would 
resort to injunctions to carry its point. 

Francis A. Stratton, Chairman of the 
commission, said that the sterilization 
plant contemplated would be adequate 
to dispese of ali the sewage from that 
district for the next fifty years. He 
said that, while the plant would not 
eliminate raw sewage now being 
emptied into the Hudson from the 
Bronx Valley, Yonkers could tap its 
twelve sewer lines into the plant at 
moderate cost and entirely eliminate 
this raw sewage. 

The proposal was favored by Mayor 
William D. McQuesten of Mount Ver- 
non and H. D. Whittle, President of 
the Mount Vernon — of Aldermen, 
and Edward W. Fiske, a former Mayor 
of Mount Vernon. Edgar Beecroft of 
Pelham, counsel for the old Bronx 
Valley Sewer Commission, said that 
no court would grant an injunction re- 
straining the dumping of raw sewage 
into the Hudson by the Hutchinson 
Valley project while New York, Al- 
bany, Yonkers and other cities did it. 
He denied that raw sewage would 2 
emptied there because, he said, the 
sterilization plant would prevent it, 
and that the county had had an un- 
fulfilled agreement since 1905 with the 
Federal Government requiring it to 
erect a sterilization plant either on 
the Hudson or in Tibbetts Brook Val- 


*t is unfair to the city of Yonkers,”’ 
paid Mayor Walsh, “to cast the dis- 
posal of the sewage of the central 
— of Westchester County upon 

. If a proper purification plant could 
—* built in Yonkers, conditions might 
be met; but we have nothing in the 
act that will bind the commission to 
this, although it has been agreed that 
guch a plant may be built. We want 
the law recast, so that it tells just 
‘what we as a city are to do and what 
we are to expect. 

‘“‘We have been told that the purifi- 
eation plant would be erected in the 
Hudson River, off our shores. We 
have also been informed by engineers 
that the nature of the bed of the river 
off Yonkers is such that it would not 
sustain such a plant, and as for the 
erection of a purification plant any- 
where else in the city of Yonkers, we 
object. You want to use the Bronx 
Valley outlet that we of the Bronx 
Valley sewer -district have paid for. 
We should not have to pay for any 
part of the purification plant. The 
areas served should pay for it all.”’ 

The meeting ended with the com-. 
mission recommending immediate ac- 
tion on the project.

Twist Fabrics Bring Difficulty. 
One of the difficulties that.may loom 
up in the men’s wear woolen trade is 


: @ matter of complaints and rejec- 

ns by buyers of twist fabrics. These 
clothe are being featured for Spring by 
the woolen trade generally and have 
Been bought profusely, with reorders 
also expected to be substantial. The 
fabrics, however, are difficult to weave 
perfectly, particularly in merchandise 
within certain price ranges. The fear 
was expressed yesterday that the sit- 
uation may be taken advantage of by 
buyers who, for a variety of reasons, 
may not want to accept the goods, and 
will cite alleged imperfections ag ex- 
cuses. Such action was described as 
unfair to the mills, and the suggestion 
was made that, for these and similar 
weaves within the lower price range, 
modification of the examination stand- 
ards as applied to the higher-priced 


‘ fabrics would be in order. 


New Device for Dress Sections. 
A sanitary device of interest to re- 


tailers of women’s ready-to-wear, par- 
ticularly for use in their dress. and 
blouse departments, is now being put 


on the market here. It consists of a 


short crépe “paper jacket that is 
equipped with under-arm perspiration- 
proof shields and that is held in posi- 


‘tion by a short piece of gummed tape. 
“The device is slipped on by the cus- 


tomer before trying on the garment, 
and it is so substantially made that 
several dresses or blouses May be tried 
on over one of them. It is meant to 
replace the —— paper shields now 
so generally in retail fitting 
rooms, and is said to overcome several 
objections to them. It is further said 
to effect considerable savings in the 


cost of cleaning garments soiled in the 


trying-on process, at the same fime 
affording protection to customers. The 
jackets sell at $23.50 a thousand in lots 
under 100,000, and at $20 a thousand 
at or about that quantity.

Raw Silk Situation. 
Trading in raw silk has been lim- 
ited and market sentiment bearish. 


Yesterday, however, 3,500 bales were 
sold at Yokohama, this volume, ac- 
cording to E. Gerli & Co., being the 
result. of absence of any buying ac- 
tivity recently. Crack XX silks were 
quoted here yesterday at $5.90 and XX 
at $5.80. Silk manufacturers are de- 
laying forward purchases, although 
opinion in some quarters is that prices 
are now close to bottom and are like- 
ly to move higher after the turn of 
the year.

RUG AND CARPET PRICES. 


Reductions Are Made in the New 
Lines Opened for-Spring. |; 
The Spring, 1927, floor coverings sea- 
son got fully under way yesterday 
with the opening of the new lines here 
by the Bigelow-Hartford Carpet Com- 
pany and several other members of the 
trade who had not priced their goods 
earlier in the Fall. Buyers from all 
parts of the country were in the 
market, some estimates placing the 
number as high as 800, and they in- 
cluded both jobbers and retailers. Buy- 
ing was said to be active generally. 
Not many changes were made in the 
prices on rugs for the new season by 
the Bigelow-Hartford Company. More 
interesting than these revisions was 
the announcement of the company that 
it had given up the production of low- 
end goods, including tapestry, velvet 
and seamed axminster rugs. It was 
also announced that the listed prices 
are guaranteed against decline until 


May 31 next. 
The only changes shown in the Bige- 
low-Hartford rugs todk place in Bige- 


low Dunbar wiltons which, on the 9 
by 12 size, were out from $64.25 to 

.25; in Bigelow Imperial Bangor 
wiltons, which were reduced from 
$73.75 to $72, and in Royal Ardehan 
wiltons, which were dropped from 
$80.50 to $78. All of these rugs are 
fringed. 

The changes in Bigelow-Hartford 
carpets were more numerous than 
those in rugs. They consisted of the 
following reductions: Ritz plain royal 
velvet, three shot, 30 cents; Branford 
plain imperial velvet, 30. cents; Bige- 
low Lowell body brussels, 10 cents; 
Bigelow “ommodore wilton, three shot 
worsted, 10 cents; Puritan wilton, 35 
cents; Bigelow Brunswick wilton; 30 
cents: Bigelow Merrimac wilton, three 
shot worsted, 15 cents; Bigelow Lowell 
wilton, three shot worsted, 20 cents, 
and Bigelow Lancaster wilton, three 
shot, 20 cents.

Representatives of the Richmond 
(Va.) committee of minority stock- 
holders of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railway made public a circular yes- 
terday, prepared by Bryan, Kemp &

With management policy similar to 
that of the Norfolk & Western, they 
assert, the C. & O. could easily show 
earnings of $33 per share on its com- 
mon stock in 1926. Despite this earn- 
ing power, they. complain, stockholders 
are receiving only $2 quarterly. The 
road is controlled by the Van Swerin- 
gens. 

“Tt has been the writer's ‘ observa- 
tion,” says the circular, ‘“‘that wher- 
ever minority stockholders have con- 
tested concertedly and intelligently, 
they have been rewarded handsomely, 
and where there has not been this 
character of opposition, the majority 
stockholders have carried their point, 
thus depriving minority stockholders 
of valuable equities.
